FIERCE FIRES ARE 
RAGING OUT WEST 


Thousands of Square Miles of Tim- 
ber and Prairie Swept by 
Flames Says N. Luxton, 


“The whole country along the Mac- 
leod, Pembina and Athabasca rivers 
between here and the Yellowhead 
Paas is on fire,” said Norman K. Lux 
ton, of Banff, to a Bulletin representa. 
tive this morring. Mr. Luxton reach- 
ed Edmonton last might from Fort As- 
einiboine, on his return from a visit 
to Jasper park. The trip from the Yel- 
lowhead to Fort Assiniboine was made 
by Mr. Luxton down the Athalyasea 
in a Canoe, 

“Forest reserves have been swept 
eleen awny and there is no grass to 
be eeen. The country ds pwrapped in 
a pall of dense smoke and iby night 
is durikt with the 1 t of the fires. 
The homes of the setflers throughout 
the country have vverywher ebeen 
burnt to the ground. Thousands of 
square miles of timber land and 
prairie have been devasted. The fires 
all seem to have had their origin along 
the G. T. P. sight of way and have 
been started, it is said, through care- 
lessnvess ,"" 

Mr. Luxton left Swift's farm, four- 
teen miies from Jasper house, on 
Sept. 23rd. He was one of the party, 
inchuiing Howard Douglas, commis- 
sioner of National parks, and R. H. 
Garnpbell, superintendent of forestry, 
which set out trom Edmonton a little 
over a month ago on an exploration 
trip through the new al park 
at the western boundary of Alberta. 
The other mombers of the party are 
returning overland along the main 
ruil and ure expected to reach Ed- 
monton today or tomorrow by way of 
Lae St. Anne, 

A Difficult Trip. 

“The trip wes one of the most dii- 
fieult [ have undertaken,” said Mr. 
Luxton. “We sp ared ho pains to shoot 
down difficult valleys an@ climb steep 
ascents It was a cese of chopping 
and hacking our way for a good part 
of the journey. We worked our way 
through to, the west boundary of ‘the 
park wd covered altogether a distance 
of about 800 ‘miles. The seenery of 
canyon and mountein is magnificent 
in some sections, On the Fiddle piver, 
about eeventecn miles south of the 
main trail, we suceceded in locating a 
hot springs of a tenmperature of 116 


degree: The river branches several 
miles above the springe, By taking the 
ievrperature of the water at the fork 


of “he stream we found a difference 
of four degrees in the two ‘branches. 
Following the warmer of the two the 
temperature steadily increased until 
sulphur iumes told us of the jproxim- 
ity of the sprirg. It js not as large 
as thwt at Banff, but several degrees 
hotter.”’ 

The park has been free from fires 
so fur this fall. Mr, Douglas will 
complete arrangements on his return 
for the appointment of fire guardians 
an dgame wardews in the park. The

CUNARD PRESIDENT 
IS DEAD AT SPITAL 


William Watson, Shipowner and 
Powerful Figure in Commercial 
Life of Great Britain Passed 
Away Today—Had Many Foreign 
I'nterests. 


Liverpool, Oct. 4.—William Watson, 
president of the Cunard company, 
died this morning at his residence at 
Spital, Cheshire. Watson was very 
wealthy and a powerful figure in the 
commercial life of Great Britain, 
while he held business interesis in 
many foreign parts including 
United States. He was born in 1843. 
He entered business at an early age 
and was entirely successful. He be- 
came head of the firm of Watson & 
Co., Liverpool, and founded — the 
branch houses of Watson & Hill, 
Charleston, 8.C., and Watson & Co 
Memphis, Tenn., both being merchan- 
dise firms. Later Watson became 
chairman of the Cunard Co. He was 
chairman of the Royal Insurance Co 
and directcr of North and 8S8euth 
Wales Bank,

General Manager Chamberlain Says 
10,000,000 Bushels Wil! 
Poured Into Winnipeg. 


FE. J. Chamberlin, general manager 
of the G.T.P., arrived in the city un- 
expectedly this morning and took a 
look over the railway situation in 
the city. In company with W. EK. 
Mann, divisional engineer, ‘he jn- 
spected the York on the G.T.P. shops 
in the north end of the city and cai’- 
ed on Mayor Lee at the city offices 
regarding the closing of the street be- 
tween blocks 16 and 17,80 as to give 
the G.T.P. a continuous mile of 
yards. 

“This matter is of great import- 
ance to us,” said Mr. Chamberlin to 
the Bulletin after the interview with 
the mayor. “Phe delay in getting 
the street closed .bas been a drag on 
our gperations in laying out the 
yards. The provincial government, 
however, has disposed of the right *» 
close the street to the city and as 
the city has advertised that the street 
is to be closed, L suppose it will be 
done as quitkly as possible, 

“How long will it take before the 
ter will be settled.” 

“TI believe it will not take more 
than two weeks, as after being duly 
advertised it will not have to be re+ 
ferred to the people.’

In answer to an inquiry as to what 
assistance the G.T.P. would give tow- 
ards the moving of this year’s grain 
erop, Mr. Chamberlin said that the 
new transcontinental line would move

These men had 
not been available and yellow labor 
was objectionable, consequently the 
work has had to stand. Mr. Cham- 
berlin also said that the terminals 
at Edmonton could not be put into 
shape to handle the freight and pas 
senger service that would be offered 
until matters which have been pend- 
ing the closing of the street could be 
given attention, 

Asked as to the general progress 
of the work, the reply was that ev- 
erywhere the work has been hamper 
ed by the searcity of labor. A track 
laying machine had lain idle at Me!- 
ville for three weeks owing to the 
lack of necessary men to run it. The 
line out west was as far as the Pem- 
bina where it was awaiting the conr 
pletion of the bridge. This might 
take twq months or so. The Tofield 
to Calgdry branch was advanaing 
rapidly and tracks would be laid on 
this this fall. from Tofield at least 
as far as the Battle River, which has 
to be crossed on a bridge.

Herbert Latham Closes Aviation Week 
f With Great Performance.

A STARVING ESKIMO 


KILLED AND ATE CHILD 


Report Brought to St. John, New- 
foundland, of the Cannibalism 
of an Eskimo—He is Driven From 
His Tribe—Nothing is Known as 
To His Fate. 


St. Johns, Nfd., Oet. 3.—The Hud- 
son’s Bay mounted police report the 
cannibalism of a starving Eekimo in 
dispatches brought by the Hudson's 
Bay companie’s steamer Adventure, 
which arrived here today with the 
crew of the lost Dandee whaler Para- 
dox, Phe Eskimo fishing and hunting 
season had been a failure, and driven 
mad By hunger he cut the throar 
of one of his children and ate the 
little vietim. When the man’s neigh- 
bors learned of this they attacked 
him. The outeast ted to the shelter 
of his igloo and beat off all assaults, 
shooting down several of the attack- 
ers and escaping into the wilderness 


Wither he succeeded in reaching 
8 remote settlement where hie 
crime was unknown, or wether he 


succummbed to starvation, is not 
known. 

The Paradox, one of the fleet of 
Dundee whalers, met the fate of her 
companion ship Snow Drop, when she 
was crushed in the merciless jaws 
of the iee floes off Baffin Land early 
in Augnet a year ago. The crew, with 
scanty provisions, made their perilous 
journey over the broken ice toward 
the mainland, and were picked up by 
the Hudson's Bay company steamer 
Pelican, which took them to Fort 
Churehill, where they remained until 
the arrival of the Adventure on Her 
regular fall trip. The Adventure also 
brought several missionaries, suryey- 
ors and prospectors from the north- 
west country. 


TO RETALIATE IN KIND. 


Mine Workers Will Have Coal 
Operators Arrested, 


Halifax, October 3.—The United 
Mine Workers are preparing to turn 
the tables on the Dominion Coal 
Company in the matter of arrests fos 
libel and they propose also taking 
similar action on other charges 

The United Mine Workers people 
are also preparing to arrest as many 
of the coal operators of the province 
as they can reach on a charge of 
conspiracy. They allege that the 
operators have formed a combine to 
keep up coal prices, that the con- 
eumer finds that wherever he turns 
the price is the same at the mines, 
and that this is done by an illegal 
combination in restraint of trade. 

There was rumor that warrants 
had been already issued against the 
coal operators, but inquiries showed 
that nothing of the kind had ao far 
been done. It is learned, however, 
that the issuing of such warrants is 
under serious consideration by the 
U.M.W. and developments may be 
expected in a day or two,

The advance in 


SURVEYORS BEGIN 
WORK ON NEW LINE 


Actual start Made on Great Water: 
ways Railway From Edmon- 
ton to Ft. McMurray. 


WR Clarke, of the Great Water- 
ways Railway, is making another of 
his periodical visits to Edmonton, but 
says that this will probably be his 
last, as he expects that when he 
comes again he will bring his family 
with him, prepared to remain for the 
winter 

This visit of Mr. Clarke marke an- 
other step in the advance of the 
Great Waterways Railway from Ed- 
monton, 400 miles north to Fort Me: 
Murray On Saturday at one o'clock 
the firet detachment party set out to 
locate the line of the railway, There 
were about twenty men in the party 
and they had two wagon loedsa of 
camp supplies, giving every  indica- 
tion that they meant business, 

Surveyors’ Camp Located. 

“T have just returned from the 
location of the camp,”’ said = Mr, 
Clarke to the Bulletin, at the Alberta 
Hotel. “The tents are pitched about 
four miles north of Namayo, which is 
about sixteen miles north of the 
city. I found the men in great spirits, 
eager to get to work and pick out the 
very best course possible for the new 
road. Other trail parties will follow 
and from the locations made by pro- 
bebly three survey parties, the final 
location of the railroad will be chosen, 
*“T met several farmers in the Na- 
mayo district who have considered 
the Great Waterways Railroad noth- 
ing but a “paper” read, but when 
they saw the surveyors canip they 
thought there was something doing 
after all As an instance of what 
the railroad will mean for the coun- 
try when it is in running order, it is 
said that several abanden?d home- 
steads in the country to the north of 
Kdmonton will be prodvcing crops 
every year from now on il the road 
is found te be a reality,’ 

Open Fall is Necersary. 

“will you have any grading done 
this year?’ Mr. Clarke was asked, 

‘That depends entirely on whether 
we shall have an open winter or not, 
If the cold weather keeps off IT fully 
expect that we will have the grading 
fangs at work this fall. The con- 
tract has practically been let for the 
construction work, but there will be 
more to be said about that later.” 

Mr. Clarke declined to say anything 
about terminals in Edmonton, but 
intimated that there would be some 
interesting information to make pub- 
lie about this and about the work of 
actual railway construction when he 
returns to spend the winter months 
in this city.

A. James, 
general manager; G. D. Minty, chief 
solicitor, and Cecil Godfard, en- 
gineer, Dr. Waddell will go north 
and join the surveying party in a 
few days.

Caneda's and United States’ Cases 
Completed—Eminent Council Re- 
tained. 


Londen, October 3.—The cases for 
the United States and Great Britain 
in the, Newfoundland fisheries arbi- 
tration have been completed and will 
be delivered at Washington and Lon- 
don tomorrow.
